(c)  Retired  Officers  of  other  corps. 
Officers  of  the  Imnerlal  Service. 
Canadian  Permanent  Corim  and 
tlylllans  wheresoever  resident, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Officer  Commanding  and  to  elec- 
tion by  ballot  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  Ordinary  M'  nbers. 
"u  ,,  1"^*^  Honorary  Members 
shall  be  exempt  from  payment 
of  dues.  KxiTommandIng  Offi- 
cers of  this  Corps  may  be  elect- 
ed by  ballot  as  Honorary  Life 
members. 

DUES. 

2.  The  name  of  every  menber  fall- 
ing to  pay  his  quarterly  dues  or  any 
•lues  whatever  and  the  amount  due 
shall  be  posted  In  the  mess  room  by 
the  Secretary  on  the  l.-jth  day  after 
payment  became  due.  and  if  such  dues 
are  not  paid  within  one  month  there- 
after the  Secretary  shall  report  same 
to  the  Officer  Commanding.  New 
members  shall  be  assessed  for  dues 
for  the  unexpired  period  of  the  cur- 
rent quarter  from  date  of  membership.

6.  Invitations  to  special  functions 
of  the  Mess  shall  be  issued  onlv  by 
the  Mess  Committee,  and  Ordinary 
and  Associate  Members  desiring  to 
invite  guests  to  such  functions  must 
forward  the  names  of  such  guests  to 
the  Mess  President  for  the  approval  of 
the  Commanding  Officer. 

MEETINGS 

7.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Mess 
will  be  held  on  the  first  .Monday  in 
FeLruary,  at  which  meeting  the  reports 
of  the  various  Committees  and  the 
financial  statements  in  detail  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing  and  new  Com- 
mittees shall  be  elected.  Two  weeks' 
notice  of  this  meeting  shall  be  given 
by  the  Secretary  to  each  Ordinary 
•Member. 

8.  At  this  meeting  the  Command- 
ing Officer  shall  appoint  two  auditors, 
who  shall  be  Officers  of  the  Regiment. 
They  shall  audit  the  accounts  and 
tiieir  reports  shall  be  brought  before 
the  next  monthly  meeting  of  th(^ 
Mess. 

U.  A  regular  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Ordinary  Members  shall  be  held 
on  llio  first  Monday  in  each  month  at 


8:15  o'clock  p.m.,  or  at  such  other 
times  as  the  Commanding  Officer  may 
direct.  Notices  of  each  meeting  shall 
he  posted  by  the  Secretary  to  eacl>

CHAIRMAN. 

10.  The  Officer  Commanding,  or  in 
his  absence,  the  Senior  Officer  present 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Mess, 

MESS  COMMITTEE. 

11.  All  affairs  of  the  Officers'  Me^s 
shall  be  managed  by  a  Mess  Commit- 
tee, to  consist  of  three  Members,  who 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  Officers;  and  the  said  committee 
shall  have  full  power  to  maive  such 
regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the 
bi'siness  entrusted  to  them  and  all 
other  matters  consistent  with  the 
general    rules   and    regulations. 

12.  If  any  member  elected  to  serve 
on  the  Mess  Committee  shall  resign, 
or  should  a  vacancy  occur  by  death, 
or  should  any  member  of  the  Commit- 
too  have  coased  to  attend  the  regular 
PT'otings  of  the  Committeo  foi-  fhre9 
ni'^^iini's  conseoutively.  without  leave, 
the  Committee  sliall  have  the  power  to 
choose  a  qualifiod  momber  to  act  in 
bis  stead  until  the  Annual  .Meeting 
uoxt   onsuine.

meetings  of  the  Mess  Committee  at 
sucli  times  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

14.  The  Committee  shall,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Commanding  Officer, 
make  from  time  to  time,  and  keep 
posted  in  the  reading  room,  the  stand- 
ing rules  of  the  Mess,  and  the  amend- 
ments thereto. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  take  immediate  cognizance 
of  any  infraction  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Mess.  They  shall 
enforce  such  rules  and  regulations, 
permitting  no  deviation  therefrom. 

16.  The  Committee  may  engage 
and  discharge  at  pleasure,  such  help 
in  the  Mess  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary. 

17.  Meetings  and  entertainments 
by  the  Mess  are  in  all  respects  a  par- 
ade and  no  OfRcer  should  absent  him- 
self therefrom   without  leave. 


18.  The  Mess  Committee  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  correct  carrying 
out  of  every  detail  connected  with 
Mess  entertainments,  including  din- 
ners, and  the  Senior  Officer  present 
and  the  Mess  President  only  shall  give 
orders  to  servants  or  interfere  with 
the  discipline  of  the  tabic. 
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19.  The  Senior  Officer  shall  sit  at 
the  centre  of  the  table,  the  President 
at  the  head,  the  next  senior  Commit- 
teeman at  the  foot,  which  shall  be  the 
point  nearest  the  entrance  for  ser- 
vants, no  other  places  being  reserved 
except  for  guests,  as  Officers  do  not 
sit  according  to  rank. 

20.  On  entering  the  Mess  Room, 
the  Senior  Officer  does  so  first,  the 
others  following  without  regard  to 
precedence. 

21.  No  Officer  shall  change  his  seat 
during  dinner  or  leave  the  table  with- 
out permission. 

22.  Both  on  entering  and  leaving 
the  Mess  Room  for  the  night,  all  Offi- 
cers bow  to  the  Senior  Officer. 
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TREASURERS. 

23.  There  shall  be  two  Treasurers, 
namely,  a  Regimental  Treasurer  and  a 
Mess   Treasurer. 


The  Regimental  Treasurer  shall  be 
elected  at  the  Annual  .Meetina:,  and 
shall  c(  llec  t  and  receive  all  funds,  ex- 
cept Mess  dues  and  chits. 

The  Mess  Treasurer,  shall  Lo  select- 
ed by  the  Mess  Committee,  and 
shall  collect  and  receive  payment  of 
all  Mess  dues  and  chits,  and  shall  pay 
all    accounts    for    servants,    supplies. 
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telephone,  repairs  and  other  necessary 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  main- 
tenance and  care  of  the  Mess,  and 
such  other  expenses  as  may  be  direct- 
ed by  resohition  of  the  Ordinary  Mem- 
bers. 

The  Treasurers  shall  keep  their  re- 
spective funds  on  deposit  in  separate 
accounts  in  a  ('bartered  Bank,  and 
shall  i)ay  by  cheque  only  all  accounts 
as  passed  at  their  respective  meet- 
ings; obtain  and  preserve  vouchers 
therefor,  keej)  books  of  account,  and 
shall  report  from  time  to  time  the 
receipts  and  the  purposes  to  which 
the  same  have  been  applied.  Regi- 
mental cheques  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Officer  Commanding  and  countersign- 
ed by  the  Regimental  Treasurer,  and 
cheques  of  the  Mess  Committee  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Mess  President  and 
countersigned  by  the  Mess  Treasurer. 

24.  The  Secrotary  shall  keep  a  cor- 
rect record  of  the  minutes  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Committee,  and  do  vhe 
clerical  work  in  connection  with  the 
accounts.  He  shall,  before  tho  annual 
meeting  of  the  Officers,  prepare  a  cor- 
rect inventory  of  the  Me?s  property 
to  b«  handed  over  to  the  Committee 
cominr;  into  office. 

2.").  The  Secretary  shall  frrnish 
each  candidate  when  elected  with  a 
copy    of    the    Standing    Rules,    and    a 
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Memorandum  of  the  fees  payable  by 
him,  and  until  the  same  is  paid,  such 
candidate  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Mess  or  entitled  to  any 
of  the  privileges  r hereof.  If  any  can- 
didate electetf  fails  to  pay  his  fees 
within  four  weeks  after  notification, 
his  election  may  be  declared  void  by 
the  Mess  Committee. 


GENERAL   RULES. 

26.  The  treating  of  members  of  the 
Mess  is  not  permissible  unless  with 
the  consent  of  the  Senior  Officer 
present. 

27.  Politics  and  religious  questions 
of  every  kind  are  absolutely  excluded 
from  open  discussion  in  the  Mess 
Rooms. 

28.  No  member  shall  take  away 
from  the  Mess  Rooms  upon  any  pre- 
tence whatsoever,  any  article  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Oflicera'  Mess. 

2iK  All  complaints  or  suggestions 
with  regard  to  the  coixluct  of  the 
Mess  shall  be  made  the  F^resident 
of  (bp  Mess  in  wiitiri,  ind  no  Ofhcer 
not  on  the  ('ommitt<H»  shnll  call  any 
one  to  account  for  any  renl  or  nlleged 
misconduct  in  connertion  therewith, 
such  boing  the  special  duty  of  the 
(^omniittef". 
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30.  Any  member  wilfully  infringing 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Mess, 
or  1  jing  guilty  of  conduct,  in  or  out  of 
the  Mess,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee  is  detrimental  to  the  char- 
acter or  the  interest  of  the  Mess,  or 
which  is  conduct  unbecoming  a  gentle- 
man, shpM  be  reported  in  writing  to 
the  Officer  Commanding. 

31.  The  Mess  Rooms  shall  be  clos- 
ed on  special  evenings  at  such  time  as 
the  Committee  shall  appoint,  and  on 
all  other  evenings  at  1 1  o'clock. 

AMENDMENT   TO    RULES. 

32.  Any  article  of  thete  rules  may 
be  altered,  amended  or  suspended  for 
any  length  of  time,  or  any  new  rules 
or  regulations  introduced,  by  consent 
of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present 
at  any  annual  meeting  of  Officers,  or 
at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Officers 
called   for  that  purpose
